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Qn •  or  a  number  of  years  the  population  of  Tfoodbridge 
has  been  increasing  by  a  somewhat  modest  amount  each  year.  This 
increase  has,  however,  been  fairly  regular  so  that  in  the  past  10 
years  the  size  of  the  population  has  grown  by  nearly  a  thousand 
persons.  The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  population  estimate 
for  1967  was  6,540  persons. 


L^ve — i-n  19^7  numbered  105  v/hich  is  very  similar  to  the 
figure  for  the  previous  year.

Il^.tjlR •  Although  slightly  above  the  average  for  10  years,  were 
wi uhin  the  limits  anticipated.  There  were  91  deaths  registered. 

tjLlQ _ Deaths .  In  only  two  cases  was  the  death  of  a  child 

under  the  age  of  1  year  reported. 


Causes  of  Death.  There  were  32  male  and  39  female  deaths 
reported.  xne  most  prevalent  causes  were  these  associated  with 
the  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  coronary  disease  being 
prominent  in  the  males.  Malignant  disease  was  next  in  frequency 
ana  tae  most  frequent  site  in  the  males  was  the  lung  and  bronchus 
while  in  females  it  was  the  breast. 


There  were  no  deaths  from  infectious  diseases  or  motor 
accidents  or  in  association  with  pregnancy,  childbirth 
abortion.

ITo^j_^aJqle  disease  was  confined  mainly  to  measles  which 
accounted  for  35  out  of  63  cases.  The  remainder  being 
pneumonia  3»  dysentery  2,  whooping  cough  2  and  scarlet  fever  1. 

II  is  to  he  hoped  that  future  years  will  show  a  marked  decrease 
~n  cases  of  measles  as  by  the  end  of  19^7  the  immunisation  of 
children  against  this  complaint  was  starting  in  the  area.

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Pith  regard  to  Tuberculosis  tbe  year  started  and  finished  with 
twelve  cases  on  the  register,  one  being  removed  and  one  added. 
This  gives  a  figure  of  approximately  two  per  thousand  of  the 
population  which  is  rather  better  than  many  neighbouring 
districts . 

later  Supply.  The  Council  no  longer  has  responsibility  for  the 
water  supply  of  the  town  since  it  was  taken  over  by  the  Ipswich 
Corporation  "later  Undertaking,  but  we  in  the  Public  Health  field 
are  still  very  much  interested  in  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
the  water  which  x^e  receive.  I  would  refer  to  the  Public 
Health  Inspector’s  report  for  further  details  regarding  this 
matter . 

He  fuse  and  Sexvage  Disposal.  In  general  the  collection,  removal 
and  disposal  of  household  refuse  has  followed  the  pattern  of 
previous  years  and  seems  to  be  quite  adequate,  the  extension  of 
this  service  to  business  premises  has  proved  satisfactory. 

The  Sex-rage  Disposal  Porks  at  Creek  Harm  have  maintained  the 
required  standard  of  treatment  and  have  dealt  with.  the  sewage 
X'/ithout  showing  signs  of  overloading.  The  drainage  system  in 
the  toi'/n  has  on  the  x-zhole  given  little  cause  for  x/orry,  although 
many  lengths  of  drain  are  very  old.  TIherever  faults  were 
found  they  were  rectified  or  if  necessary  replaced. 

In  concluding  I  xvould  like  to  refer  to  the  report  furnished  by 
Hr.  Snowden,  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  which  I  append  to 
this  report.  This  shox^s  in  some  detail  the  working  of  the 
Department .

However,  it  may 
be  of  interest  to  note  brief  details  of  improvements  which  were 
completed  during  the  year,  as  follows:- 

Standard  Grants 

Twenty-eight  dwellings,  which  comprised  sixteen  owner-occupied 
and  twelve  tenanted  premises  were  provided  with  the  following 
total  number  of  amenities: - 

2 6  fixed  baths  or  showers,  in  a  bathroom. 

26  wash  hand  basins. 

28  hot  water  systems. 

27  internal  water  closets. 

22  ventilated  food  stores. 

The  average  Grant  per  house  was  approximately  £211. 

Discretionary  Grants 

Five  dwellings  were  improved  x^ith  the  aid  of  this  more 
comprehensive  type  of  Grant,  comprising  one  owner- occupied 
and  four  tenanted  premises. 

The  average  Grant  per  separate  unit  of  accommodation  provided 
was  approximately  £370. 


Compulsory  improvement 

No  formal  .action  was  requested  by  occupants  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1964,  which  contains  measures  to  compel  owners  to  improve 
rented  houses  built  before  1945,  subject  to  certain  conditions. 

It  is  still  apparent  that  many  occupiers  of  such  rented 
property  are  unaware  of  their  right  to  make  representations  to  the 
local  authority  in  this  respect.  It  would  seem  there  is  a  case 
here  for  further  publicity  in  this  matter. 


Pail  Closet  Conversions 

The  number  of  pail  closet  conversions  to  water-borne 
sanitation  during  1967  is  estimated  to  be  81,  which  included  nearly 
that  number  of  new  connections  being  made  to  the  town’s  sewerage 
sys  t  em . 


Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

No  formal  action  was  found  necessary  in  respect  of  any 
premises  let  in  lodgings  or  occupied  by  members  of  more  than  one 
family. 
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Public  Health  Conditions 


(i)  Seventy-one  public  health  complaints  were  received  from 
members  of  the  public  during  the  year  including  such  items 
as  choked  and  defective  drainage;  suspected  dangerous 
structures;  offensive  smells;  overflowing  water 
cisterns;  leaking  eaves gutters  and  rainwater  pipes;  noise 
regarding  the  keeping  of  animals;  accumulation  of  refuse 
etc.,  as  well  as  the  many  notifications  of  wasps,  ants, 
flies,  rats  and  mice. 

The  appropriate  action  was  taken  in  each  case. 

(ii)  Eleven  complaints,  primarily  concerning  housing  conditions 
were  again  received,  and  alleged  such  defects  as  dampness, 
outstanding  repairs  and  overcrowding.  All  such  defects 
we re  investigated  and  steps  taken  to  improve  conditions 
wherever  possible.  Many  of  this  type  of  complaint  came 
from  persons  currently  occupying  a  place  on  the  Housing 
List . 

(iii)  Fifty-one  informal  notices  were  served  throughout  the  year 
to  abate  nuisance  or  secure  essential  repairs.  Forty-two 
notices  were  complied  with  during  the  year. 

(iv)  In  no  case  was  Statutory  action  found  necessary  to  abate 
a  nuisance.

Water  Supply 

(i)  Twenty  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  from  various 
pumps  and  also  from  mains  supplies  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year.  The  mains  supply  was 
always  completely  satisfactory.  The  small  number  of 
wells  which  must  still  be  used  for  domestic  purposes 
varied  in  purity  throughout  the  year,  but  never 
constituted  a  serious  risk  to  health. 

(ii)  Two  samples  were  taken  to  determine  nitrate  levels  and 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(iii)  One  full  chemical  analysis  vras  carried  out  on  mains  water 
during  the  year  and  the  Analyst’s  report  on  its  quality 
was  very  satisfactory.

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  I960 

Of  those  nineteen  food  premises  and  mobile  foodshops  receiving  an 
inspection  during  the  year ,  four  had  one  or  more  items  needing 
attention,  which  resulted  in  informal  notices  being  served  on 
those  persons  responsible. 

Three  such  premises  and  vehicles  were  rendered  satisfactory  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  during  the  year. 

General 

There  was  evidence  of  an  increased  turnover  in  many  of  the  food 
shops  during  the  year,  and  further  installations  of  refrigerated 
displays  wore  noted,  a  welcome  trend,  in  respect  of  the  storage 
of  meat  products. 

Foreign  Bodies  in  Food 

Four  cases  were  reported  and  investigated.  Steps  were  taken 
to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  complaints,  which  comprised  a 
pin  in  a  loaf  of  bread;  dirt  in  a  mi  11c  bottle;  a  nail  in  a 
jam  tart  and  a  fly  in  a  special  cake. 
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Unsound  Food 

Three  complaints  were  also  received  which  alleged  food  was  sold  in 
an  unsound  condition.  Two  cases  were  substantiated  and  taken  up 
with  the  shopkeepers  concerned. 

Ice  Cream 

The  total  number  of  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the 
Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  s  Tor  the  storage  and  sale  of  pre-packed 
ice  crean  is  24,  an  increase  of  one  during  the  year. 

Three  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  sausages; 
or  the  preparation  of  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food.
